The dream of capturing 
energy directly from the sun is 
as old as man himself 

Now that day has arrived 
Perhaps no new energy 
technology has caught the 
imagination of consumers as 
much as solar energy 

To help you find out if solar is 
right for you, the Office of 
Consumer Affairs (OCA) and 
the Federal Energy 
Administration (FEA) have 
published a booklet called 
Buying Solar 

It gives basic information on 
how a solar system works and 
helps to answer some of the 
major questions a consumer 
should ask before purchasing a 
system, including 

1. Is solar suitable for my 
house? 

According to the booklet, 
solar energy is not right for 
everyone's house. 

First, there has to be enough 
space to handle the system's 
collector and storage units. 

Another important concern is 
having a soundly insulated 
house. 

If you are losing heat because 
of poor insulation, it is more 
economical to save heat 
through better insulation than 
by adding heat through a solar 
system. 

2. Is solar a worthwhile in- 
vestment? 

Your initial costs will be 
higher than the cost of using — 
in the case of a house, renting — 
gas or electricity 

But once the system is paid 
for, you will have free energy 
coming into your home. 

Besides answering these and 
other questions, Buying Solar 
suggests that consumers 
thinking of buying a solar

Bulk of valuation 
rise may be local 


A tentative _ property 
assessment multiplier of 1.0503 
was issued Friday by John 
Castle, director of the Illinois 
Department of Local Govern 
ment Affairs 

Rapid growth in property 

values, including home prices, 
has triggered unprecedentedly 
severe state action to equalize 
assessments between the 102 
counties and also to keep them 
near the mandated one-third of 
‘full, fair cash value’’ as 
reflected by actual sales. Some 
county multipliers this year are 
as high as 4.7000. 
_ A state-ordered county 
mutiplier is in addition to any 
township multipliers set at 
the county level. 

Granite City’s proposed 
1.0800 figure when subjected 
to a 1.0503 county multiplier 
would reach 1.13424. Even 
higher figures are under 
discussion at Edwardsville 
regarding Granite City 
totaling over 1.20 or a one- 
fifth rise 

Valuations of individual 
parcels of property are com- 
bined to produce a particular 
taxing district's aggregate 
valuation. Tax levies are 
applied to the total in order to 
determine the necessary rates. 
The resulting rates then are 
applied against individual 
assessments in preparing tax 
bills. 

Higher or multiplied 
valuations do not automatically 
raise taxes, since lower rates 
are determined if applied to 
larger assessment bases to 
produce the same levies 

However, in some cases more 
taxes are levied by agencies 
than could normally be raised 
with existing rate limits; when 
the base brows, inflated levies 
and at-the-limit rates can 


provide bigger collections than 


before. 
An added $45 million is 
being sought in Madison 

County assessments 

Some of the figures being 

voiced, however, indicate that 
an increase of more than that 
amount may octur in the 

Quad-City area alone, in 
effect putting the entire brunt 
of state-encouraged Madison 
Codnty assessment escalation 
on the shoulders of the local 
community 
James Barton, county super- 
visor of assessments, is 
blaming Granite City, 
Edwardsville and other 
townships for falling behind the 
growth in actual property 
values in the valuations 
recorded on their books. 

In addition to 1.08 for Granite 
City, he has set 1.10 for 
Edwardsville and says he is 

onsidering 1.04 for Nameoki 
Township. 

In addition, there has been 
talk of Madison County Board of 
Review multipliers on top of 
those designated by Barton and 
prior to application of a state 
set multiplier 

The net effect of single, 
double or triple multipliers in 
various townships could be 
massive assessment increases 
in some instances, it is being 
contended 

Barton says his actions have 
been based on 1975 data and the 
board may consider newly- 
available 1976 statistics 

He has conceded that 
multipliers have an effect of 
intensifying the unfairness on 
currently differing valuations 
within a township. Many 
homes are being properly 
assessed without multipliers, 
but still are to be subjected to 
multipliers, he relates.

The three trustees of the 
sanitary district have written 
Canty urging that the dispute 
over the two appointments be 
resolved because district 
business could be interrupted if 
one of the present members was 
unable to attend a meeting.

C. When choosing a company, 
be wary of sellers who use post 
office box numbers.

paigning for township super- 
visor primarily on two ‘issues. 

“First, that it is illegal for Mr. 
Hagnauer to hold the positions 
of township supervisor “and 
County Board member 
simultaneously after December 
1978. 

“Illinois Revised Statutes, 
1975, Ch. 102, Par. 4.10 provide 
that ‘it is lawful for any county 
board member who may be 
elected in 1977 or before 1977 to 
the office of township super- 
visor to hold the office of county 
board member and township 
supervisor simultaneously until 
the expiration of his term of 
office as county board member; 
thereafter, it is unlawful for the 
same individual to hold both 
such offices simultaneously.” 

“The law is clear. He would 
either have to resign from the 
position of township supervisor 
approximately 19 months after 
he took office if he were re- 
elected, or choose not to seek re- 
election to the County Board of 
which he is chairman. 

“It is unlikely that he will not 
choose the county board 
because he is paid in excess of 
$20,000 as chairman. In_ the 
event he were reelected as 
township supervisor, and chose 
to remain on the county board, 
which seems certain, the City 
Council would appoint his 
successor as township super- 
visor 

“I think he would seek ap- 
pointment of his wife or a 
political cohort who would 
agree to keep his wife as office 
manager 

“This means the public would 
be deprived of the right to select 
a township supervisor for part 
of a term. If elected, he could 
only serve approximately 19 
months out of four years; more 
than half of the term could be 
filled by someone who did not 
receive a single vote for 
supervisor. 

“The second issue is that the 
incumbent holds many political 
positions, including member 
and chairman of the Madison 
County Board,. Madison County 
liquor commissioner, chairman 
of the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council and 
chairman of the Madison 
County Democratic Central 
Committee. 

“This leaves him no time for 
his duties as Granite City 
Township supervisor and 
has, in fact, turned the 
operation of the office over to 
his wife,” Allen alleges. 

“I am promising not to hire 
any member of my family in the 
supervisor's office and not to 
hold two elective paying 
positions at the same time.”

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Undelivered mail 
‘big headache’ to 
U.S. Postal Service 


The U.S, Postal Service has a 
$344 million dollar headache 
known as UAA (Undeliverable 
As Addressed) and is asking the 
mailing public to help ease 
some of the pain, according to 
the postmasters of the Quad- 
City area 

Last year, the nation's post 
officés- received more than 
three billion pieces of mail that 
could not be’ delivered as ad- 
dressed. Cost of handling that 
mail is estimated at $344 
million, the statement said. 

Much of this undeliverable 
mail could become deliverable 
with cooperation from mail 
users, the postmasters said 

For example, when a resident 
plans to move and knows his 
new address, he should let the 
post office and those who sent 
him mail regularly (newspaper 
and magazine publishers, 
people he does business with, 
family member and friends) 
know about the move. A free kit 
is available at the post office to 
make this easy to do. 

Given such information, the 
post office will forward first 
class mail to the new address 
for a full year without any 
charge. Publications will be 
forwarded for three full months 
without charge to local ad 
dresses and to other past offices 
for three months if forwarding 
postage is guaranteed. 

Packages of obvious value 
will be forwarded for one year 
locally without charge and to 
another post office if for 
warding postage is guaranteed, 
the postmasters said. ‘ 

If a resident moves and 
leaves*no forwarding address 
he post office will hold mail for 
10 days awaiting a change of 
address. If no change is 
received, it is considered as 
undeliverable 

Other mail is considered 
undeliverable if it has no 
postage; if it is refused by the 
addressee at time of delivery or 

eturned unc 

refused,” or if unclaimed after 
a notice has been issued of 
attempt to deliver and it is not 
picked up by the addressee 
before time to return it. 

What happens to UAA mail? 

Undeliverable mail is 
returned to the sender if there is 
an address. If there is no return 
address, the mail goes to a 
‘dead letter" office where it is 
opened and an effort is made to 


the sender, a “hand pointing to 
the return’ address is stamped 
‘on the envelope along with the 
words ‘Return To Sender” and 
the reason for return 
Envelopes that are stamped 
with a “hand’ are not 
remailable and cannot be 
reused, the officals noted. 

In addition to notifying the 
post office and correspondents 
of a change of address, these 
suggestions .are offered for 
“stamping out” undeliverable 
mail; make the address legible 
and-as complete as possible, 
including full name, street and 
apartment number (where 
applicable), city, state, and zip 
code. For business mail it helps 
to add the department name, 
room number, etc. to the ad- 
dress, the postmasters added. 

Anyone with doubts about a 
correct zip code or have any 
other mail questions may cail 
the post office for help.

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File disclosure work 
massive task for FBI 


The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has just launched 
a massive, multimillon dollar 
effort to ‘dig its way out of an 
avalanche of paper work" 
generated by the Freedom of 
Information and Privacy Acts 
(FOIPA), Director Clarence M. 
Kelley said Friday 

At a cost of $6,500,000, the FBI 
is bringing into its Washington 
headquarters two task forces of 
200 agents each from 
throughout the nation during a 
six-month period to attack the 
problem 

The task forces of field agents 
are only one aspect of an overall 
operational plan designed to 
enable the FBI to comply with 
the time provisions of the 
FOIPA, eliminate a backlog, 
and achieve a capacity to keep 
abreast of FOIPA requests. 

The overall cost of operation 
for the 1976-77 fiscal year is 
expected to be at least $11.6 
million. Even after elimination 
of the backlog, permanent 
annual cost of the FBI's FOIPA 
Branch will be more than $6.4 
million, Kelley said 

The task forces of field agents 
will assist the permanent staff 
of 53 agents and 322 support 
personnel in reviewing millions 
of items of information in FBI 
files to respond to FOIPA 
requests. 

“We have thus far increased 
our FOIPA staff from eight to 
375-since 1974, and have logged 
20,063 hours of overtime from 
1975 through August 1976. But 
‘we've found we haven't been 
able to bail out the boat fast 
enough to keep pace with the 
massiye waves of requests, 
despite all our earnest efforts,” 
Kelley said. 

“We realize this is an ex- 
pensive project,"' Kelley added, 
“but it is essential if we are to 
conform to FOIPA 
requirements.” 

He noted that the project and 
other aspects of the FBI's 
handling of FOIPA requests 
have been discussed with ap 
propriate committees of 
Congress and the Department 
of Justice. The task-force 
project has their approval, he 
said. 

Communications to the FBI's 
field offices throughout the 
country already have been 
dispatched, identifying the 400 


agents who are to be diverted 
from investigative assignments 
to go to Washington. 

The beefed-up FOIPA forces 
will be expected to review 
millions of items of information 
to make certain they fulfill 
disclosure mandates of the 
Feedom of Information and 
Privacy Acts and release all 
material not exempted from the 
FOIPA 

A key objective is to 
eradicate a backlog con- 
sisting of nearly 10 million 
pages and achieve a current 
Status as to future FOIPA 
matters. 

Kelley noted that, each day, 
8,000 agents throughout the 
nation, with thousands of 
support personnel, are 
recording the results of their 
investigations, thus 
generating new records 
subject to future FOIPA 
requests. 


Kelley cited the growing cost 
of handling FOIPA requests 
from fiscal year 1974 to fiscal 
year 1976. The 1974 cdst was 
$160,000; 1975, $462,000; and 
1976, $3,115,984. 

“Aside from the cost factor,’’ 
Kelley said, ‘we cannot ignore 
the fact that by diverting these 
field agents from their normal 

we will be losing about 85 
in investigative 


The special task force will be 
under the administration of 
Assistant Director Andrew J 
Decker Jr. and Inspector James 
M. Powers, deputy assistant 
director, both of the FBI's 
Records Management Division. 

“The project represents 
challenging problems in 
logistics for the FBI, including 
locating housing ac 
commodations and office space 
for the field agents. 

“We certainly support the 
right of the American people to 
know about our .operations,"” 
Kelley said, “‘and I think also 
they are entitled to know how 
we are progressing in our 
FOIPA efforts and the costs and 
logistics involved."* 

Each task force of 200 agents 
will work six-day weeks, 10 
hours a day, in 11-week cycles, 
Decker said. The first con- 
tingent will assemble May 2 at 
the FBI headquarters.

Food stamp recipients may 
get an earned income credit 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Food and 
Nutrition Service and state 
welfare agencies are 
cooperating with the Internal 
Revenue Service in notifying 
food stamp recipients and other 
low-income workers that they 
may be eligible for a special 
payment from the federal 
government 

In order to receive this 
payment of up to $400, called the 
earned income credit, workers 
must file a 1976 federal income 
tax return, Many people eligible 
for the payment may not or 
dinarily have to file a tax return 
because their earnings are low 
The deadline for filing is April 
15 

To qualify for the credit, 
single persons or married 
couples must have less than 
$8,000 in total income, including 
wages, salaries, tips and other 
employe compensation, or self- 
employment income. 

Additionally, single persons 
and married couples must have 
maintained a home in the 
United States for the entire year 
for themselves and at least one 
dependent child (under 19 years 
of age or a full-time student) 

People who qualify for the 
credit and have earnings of 
$4,000 or less receive a credit of 


10 per cent of their earned in 
come, up to a maximum $400 

For instance, a family whose 
total income in 1976 was $3,450 
in wages would receive a check 
for $345, or 10 per cent of the 
total income 

For food stamp recipients 
who qualify, USDA officials 
noted, this earned income credit 
will not affect food stamp 
eligibility, or raise the cost of 


the stamps. of 


However, officials said, the 
recipient who receives a 
regular tax refund, as well as an 
earned income credit, should 
remember to report the refund 
to his or her food stamp 
eligibility worker. 

Individuals whose total in 
come was between $4,000 and 
$8,000 also are entitled to the 
credit based on earned income 
However, the $400 maximum 
credit is reduced by sub 
stracting 10 per cent of any 
earned income over $4,000 

For example, a family with 
an adjusted gross income for 
1976 of $6,000 would receive a 
$200 payment 

Ten per cent of the earned 
income in excess of $4,000 is 10 
per cent of $2,000—or $200. The 
$200 is subtracted from the 
maximum credit of $400 and the 
family would receive a check 
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Taxpayers who filed a return 


last year will find additional 
information and instructions for 
claiming the credit in their tax 
packages.

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Performance at scene of train tragedy justifies public 
confidence in new ambulance program and its skilled staff 


Observers who are experienced in the 
health-medical field gave the new Granite 
City municipal ambulance service high 
marks for the way it handled a difficult 
first-day challenge — locating, aiding and 
transporting two youngsters struck by a 
freight train. 

Equally impressive was the teamwork 
between city personnel dispatched to the 
scene. “It was the kind of performance 
that might have been expected after five 
years of joint effort, rather than one day,” 
a witness commented 

Because of the severe nature of the 
occurrence, police officers and fire 


department officials joined emergency 
medical technicians at the scene. All 
present functioned as a team, performing 
specific assignments in the knowledge that 
others were handling other needed tasks. 

Tragic injuries cannot wholly be 
avoided in the daily life of a community. 
But it is reassuring that the large and weil- 
equipped ¢mergency-rescue staff that 
began its duties March [6 was able to show 
such high competence. It went into action 
quickly, calmly and effectively while 
simultaneously cooperating with helpful 
friends, relatives and neighbors of the 
victims. 


Newly-approved school will fill a big need in Madison 


The decision by Governor James 
Thompson on Thursday afternoon to 
authorize a $1,976,164 state contribution 
for a new Madison “middle school” is a 
major boost for the Quad-City area 

It reflects high credit on the 
thoroughness and attitude of present state 
officials; the persistent and productive role 
of such legislators as State Senator Sam 
Vadalabene; and the painstaking planning 
and preparation of the Madison 
community unit school district. 

The single-story school serving sixth, 
seventh and eighth grade students is to be 
located on a 12.27-acre site. The structure 
will contain 22 classrooms, an instructional 
material center, a cafeteria and kitchen, a 
gymnasium and administrative offices. 


The new building will include the latest 
school design innovations and will provide 
the space needed to accommodate the 
student enrollment. The grades that it will 
serve will fit in well with assignment 
decisions made by the Madison schools in 
conjunction with the Dlinois Office of 
Education. 

Voters a year ago approved Madison 
school bonds that will provide the local 
portion of the construction cost of the 
nearly $3 million school, Their positive 
attitude toward the school system and its 
objectives now will be rewarded by an 
early start on the construction and by the 
subsequent occupancy of outstanding new 
facilities. 


Many veterans of the Vietnam war still lack employment 


Tt has been four years since the last 
American troops left South Vietnam. There 
were no victory parades when they came 
home. And the Vietnam-era veterans, many 
of them disabled for life, have returned to a 
job market that is severely depressed. 

The rate of unemployment for Vietnam- 
era veterans is higher than the nation’s 
overall unemployment rate. Those hardest 
hit are the disabled. 

A program to find jobs for Vietnam-era 
veterans is being given high priority by the 
Carter administration. The program 
deserves wide support, not only by the 
government but also by private employers. 

It provides, first, for a goal of 35 per cent 
of all new public service employment jobs 
under expanded federal programs to be 
filled by Vietnam veterans. But these jobs 
will be only temporary 

Permanent jobs can come from a 
program called HIRE, which enlists the 


making available private-sector job op- 
portunities and training opportunities for 
Vietnam-era veterans. Labor unions are 
being urged to assist 

A network of “outreach” offices will be 
established in 100 cities to help disabled 
Vietnam-era veterans find jobs. The offices 
will be staffed by disabled Vietnam-era 
veterans in temporary, federally-funded 
jobs. 

Permanent employment for the Vietnam 
veterans depends heavily on public 
recognition of the personal sacrifice they 
made in serving the nation in an unpopular 
war. 

Many of the sons of affluent families 
escaped the draft through college and other 
deferments and are now holding good jobs. 

Those who answered the call to duty— 
and especially those who, suffered per- 
manent disability—deserve more than 
gratitude. They deserve the opportunity to

Altercation at restaurant 


Allegations were being made 
today that a Granite City police 
detective caused a disturbance 
in the Pizza Hut Restaurant, 
1533 Johnson Road, at 12:49 
a.m, Saturday during which the 
officer and a customer were 
sprayed with mace 

A Pizza Hut security guard 
and a cook were taken into 
custody after the disturbance 
and have been released without 
formal charges being filed, 
pending a review of the case by 
the Madison County state's 
attorney's office. The guard 
was kept overnight in jail by 
Granite City police 

A group of 14 persons were in 
the lobby of the police station at 
9 a.m. today to speak with Lt 
Col. George Tellor, who is ac 
ting as chief of police during 
Chief Ronald Veizer's recovery 
from a broken knee 

All 14 contended they were 
either customers or employes 
and witnessed the disturbance, 
which they alleged the detective 
started after becoming angry 
because he was refused service 
to purchase a pitcher of beer 
after the bar cutoff time at 12:30 
a.m 

Tony Eck was sprayed in the 
face with mace by a security 
guard, A guard has been 
released on a $400 bond on a 
prelimnary charge 

All the witnesses, including 
the security guard, agreed the 
guard sprayed the officer and 
contend the policeman 
provoked the incident 

Tony Eck says he was 
standing at the bar waiting 
while an assistant manager 
poured a pitcher of beer when a 
guard grabbed him around the 
neck - 

Eck said he turned and 
started to fend off the guard, 
who was striking him with the 
blunt end of a flashlight 

When the guard produced a 
can of mace, Eck said he-swung 
wildly to avoid being sprayed 
and a woman customer was 
sprayed in the face 

“I did not touch him until he 
grabbed me around the throat 
Even then, I never swung a fist 
at him. I kept screaming, ‘Call 
the cops,’ and even told him I 
am a cop,” Eck related 

Eck suffered bruises to his 
right thigh and wrist in the 
incident an his eyelids are 
blistered from the mace. He 
also was struck on the left knee 
with the flashlight, he said. 


Police who responded to the 
distrubance call said they 
arrived to find Eck with a 
handcuff attached to his left 
wrist and his face and clothing 
covered with mace. Eck had the 
security guard and a cook in 
custody and asked police to take 
them to the police station 


ck’s official report contends 
the guard refused to have an 
employe call police, so he asked 
a patron to call the police 

Judine Bruch, 22, manager of 
the Collinsville Pizza Hut, who 
was among those in the lobby of 
the police station this morning, 
contended she witnessed the 
incident. She said a security 
guard tapped a man on the 
shoulder and he spun and struck 
the guard in the throat with an 
open hand 

She alleged ‘a customer had 
been verbally harrassing an 
assistant manager for more 
than five minutes prior to the 
incident at the bar 

Charles Robinson, another 
cook who has not been accused 
of participating in the distur- 
bance, said he watched the 
scuffle inside and then went 
outside with a man and a guard. 

He said the man said he would 
calm down and, when those 
holding him loosened their grip, 
he pulled free and pulled out a 
service revolver. 

The security guard warned 
those around to back away, 
saying, ‘He has a gun,"’ but the 
man then handed the gun to a 
man who-had been sitting with 
him as police cars arrived on 
the scene. 

Eck said he was trying to 
keep the cook and guard from 
removing his gun from the 
holster, and was afraid the gun 
might accidentally be fired 
during the disturbance 

He contended that after his 
eyes had cleared from the mace 
enough to see the man he had 
been sitting with, Raymond 
Kidwell Sr. of Granite City, he 
took the gun out and gave it to 
him, Kidwell immediately 
removed the gun from the 
vicinity of the fight 

Kidwell and two relatives had 
been sitting with Eck for some 
time before the disturbance 
occurred. 

Raymond Kidwell Jr. Said 
Eck had objected to not being 
served at 12:30, since the city's 
tavern closing ordinance sets a 
cutoff time of 1 a.m., but Kid- 
well said Eck had not become 


hostile or acted ‘‘out of line.’ 

He contended an assistant 
manager, LuAnn Lear, agreed 
to serve him and Eck went to 
the bar to get glasses. 

Kidwell said he then went toa 
restroom and when he returned 
outside, mace had been sprayed 
and one man was scuffling with 
two men. 

‘Kidwell said he and his father 
tried to get to Eck’s gun to avoid 
it being taken by the security 
guard, and Eck finally got the 
gun out and gave it to the father.

Having been in the legislature 
for two months now, I believe 
that ite is time to start ac- 
counting for my activity, to give 
you some observations of the 
legislature and the legislative 
process, and to comment on 
some important issues of the 
day. 

There exists a tremendous 
temptation to view one’s self in 
a different light than others see 
you. For that reason, I will 
describe my personal activity in 
Springfield only in this first 
letter and will hereafter confine 
my remarks to observations, 
issues and the processes of 
government. 

‘One of the greatest honors you 
can bestow on someone is to 
elect that person to represent 
you in a legislative body. I felt 
that honor on Jan. 12 when I was 
sworn in. 2 

There was an inner ex- 
citement that I have not felt 
since first landing a jet plane of 
an aircraft carrier in 1966. + 

However, the excitement soot 
gives way to the tremendous 
sense of responsibility you feel 
on an everyday basis as you 
deliberate and vote for the 
thousands of people in the 
district. 

The only way to repay those 
who have placed a certain 
amount of trust in you is to work 
hard, be as informed as possible 
on issues, and vote con- 
scienciously for legislation that 
will benefit the majority of the 


people. 

While not in Springfield, I can 
usually be found in one of my 
two offices. 

Currently, the legislature is in 
session Tuesday, Wednesday, 
and Thursday but the amount af 
time spent in Springfield in- 
creases as June 30 approaches. 

On Wednesday of the March 7- 
11 week, I arrived at the State 
Office Building. at 7:30, an- 
swered mail; read reports and 
talked to constituents until 
noon. 

I spent three hours on the 
House floor hearing bills, - 
tended a committee meet 
and had time to write three 
letters, before being back on the 
House Floor at 6 p.m. where we 
debated our permanent rules 
until we adjourned at 11:45 p.m. 

On Thursday I again arrived 
at 7:30, read reports, 
pending bills with fellow 
legislators, went into session at 
1:30, adjourned at 5 p.m. and 
arrived in Granite City at 7 p.m. 
to testify in favor of an ex- 
pansion at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital. I attended a political 
action class sponsored by the 
Business and Professional 
Women at the YMCA and 
arrived home at 10 p.m. 

‘They were long but extremely 
interesting days. In the future, I 
won’t bore you with these 
details but thought that they 
were somewhat appropriate for 
a beginning letter., 

I will instead focus on issues 
heard in committee- and 
debated on the floor. On March 
10 we voted on the death penalty 
and in my next letter I will try to 
discuss this complex and highly 
emotional issue.
